A  one-day  visit  was  made  by  the  University  Librarian  to  the 
Lamont  Library  at  Harvard  University  on  March  27,  1958. 

On  April  11  and  12,  1958,  the  College  and  University  Library 
Section  of  the  South  Carolina  Library  Association  held  a  meeting 
in  the  McICissick  Memorial  Library.  The  section  chairman  was  Miss 
Elizabeth  Welborn,  Librarian  of  Lander  College, 

Miss  Prances  Means  is  a  member  of  the  constitution  revision 
committee  of  the  South  Carolina  Library  Association.  Miss  Jessie  Kam 
is  continuing  to  serve  on  the  committee  on  classification  of  the 
Division  of  Cataloging  and  Classification  of  the  American  Library 
Association.  Miss  Margaret  Givens  has  been  active  in  the  local 
chapter  of  the  American  Association  of  University  Women. 

REFERENCE  ROOM: 

7,792  reference  questions  were  handled  during  the  year.  The 
library  is  now  a  depository  for  all  non-restr icted  publications  of  the 
Canadian  Atomic  Energy  Commission.  From  material  available  to  this 
library  as  a  depository  of  U.  S.  government  publications,  fcr  ty-five 
new  titles  were  selected.

PERIODICAL  ROOM: 

In  addition  to  the  use  of  periodicals  from  open  shelves, 

19,730  were  signed  for  by  readers.  109  n ew  subscriptions  were 
entered.  11,041  items  were  sent  from  the  duplicate  collection. 

The  entire  main  collection  of  periodicals  wqs  checked  for  missing  issues. 
Checklists  of  bound  journals  were  completely  revised.  The  receiving 
cards  of  the  Science  and  Periodical  rooms  were  unified, 

CIRCULATION  DEPARTMENT: 

For  the  third  consecutive  year  there  was  an  increase  in  total 
circulation.  7,138  more  books  were  circulated  this  year  than  last. 

This  was  slightly  over  an  8°/°  Increase  and  records  Indicate  this 
was  the  heaviest  use  In  the  library’s  history. 

ORDER  DEPARTMENT: 

Among  items  of  special  Interest  added  were:  Audubon’s 
ORNITHOLOGICAL  BIOGRAPHY;  Balzac’s  OEUVRES  COMPLETES;  INTERNATIONAL 
CATALOGUE  OF  SCIENTIFIC  LITERATURE  (1901-1914)  -  a  complete  set; 

ALUMNI  CANTABRIGIENSES ;  microfilm  holdings  of  the  London  TIMES  were 
completed  from  1785  to  date;  a  back  file  and  current  subscription  were 
obtained  for  the  microfilm  AMERICAN  PERIODICAL  SERIES  were  obtained. 

1,199  more  books  were  added  this  year  than  last.

Among  gifts  presented  this  year  were:  A  LETTER  FROM  OLIVIER  VAN 
NOORT,  presented  by  the  James  Ford  Bell  collection  of  the  University 
of  Minnesota;  ESTHER  THOMAS  HOBLITZELLE  COLLECTION  OF  ENGLISH  SILVER, 
presented  by  Karl  Hoblitzelle;  a  silver  cup  from  Dr.  David  Ogg,  of 
New  College,  Oxford  University;  several  pieces  of  wood  from  the 
original  flooring  of  Independence  Hall,  presented  by  Mr.  Robert  L. 
Chipley,  Jr.,  of  Greenwood,  S.C. 

In  addition  to  visits  from  University  faculty  and  students,  school 
groups  from  Columbia,  Orangeburg  and  Greenville  visited  the  Rare  Book 
Room.

Illustrated  articles  relating  to  the  Hare  Book  Room  appeared  in 
SOUTH  CAROLINA  SCHOOLS,  the  GAMECOCK,  the  Columbia  RECORD  and  the 
STATE.  On  March  16,  1958  in  connection  with  National  Library  Week, 
a  program  was  presented  over  "Cross  Section  -  U.S.C.”  -  the  University 
sponsored  T.V.  program.  The  Columbia  Library  Club  held  one  of  its 
monthly  meetings  in  the  Rare  Book  Room. 

CATALOGING  DEPARTMENT. 

8,645  new  volumes  were  cataloged  -  1,183  more  than  last  year  - 
and  45,158  catalog  cards  were  prepared  and  filed.  Cards  for  books 
in  the  Lav/  School  library  and  the  South  Carol  in  iana  library  were  typed 
up  from  the  main  entry  cards  sent  from  these  libraries  and  were  filed 
into  the  main  catalog.  584  microfilm  and  microcard  titles  were 
represented  in  the  catalog.  Printed  information  cards  for  the 
microprint  edition  of  EARLY  AMERICAN  IMPRINTS  have  been  received  and 
filed  for  the  "A's"  and  "B’s".  The  6th  edition  of  the  Library  of

Congress  LIST  OF  SUBJECT  HEADINGS j arrived  in  March,  1958.  Checking

it  has  begun  and  1,115  subject  cross-references  were  made  and  filed  In 
the  catalog. 

The  majority  of  the  leather -bound  volumes  in  the  government 
document  serial  set  were  oiled. 


GENERAL : 


The  Qollection  of  the  Columbia  Medical  Society,  which  had  been 
housed  in  the  McKissick  Memorial  Library  since  the  fall  of  1950,  was 
moved  by  the  Society  to  the  Columbia  Hospital  in  the  fall  of  1957. 

It  is  still  available  for  use  by  University  faculty  and  students. 

Much  thought,  discussion  and  effort  has  gone  Into  preparation 
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for  the  new  undergraduate  library  currently  under  construction. 

Prom  special  funds  provided,  approximately  11,000  titles  have  been 
ordered  from  suggestions  received  from  the  faculty  and  from  various 
standard  book  lists.  Dr.  F.  W.  Bradley  prepared  a  list  of  recommended 
foreign  language  materials  which  has  proved  of  great  help.  The 
decision  has  been  reached  to  classify  the  books  according  to  the 
Lamont  Classification  Scheme  -  especially  designed  for  a  library  of 
this  type.  By  the  use  of  two  electric  typewr iters  connected  with  a 
Robo-master ,  cards  can  be  prepared  with  two  typings  instead  of  six. 

Every  effort  is  being  mdde  to  keep  all  routines  as  simple  as  possible.  ^

8,249  reference  questions  were  handled  during  the  year.  The 
microprint  edition  of  the  complete  set  of  UNITED  NATIONS  DOCUMENTS 
AND  OFFICIAL  RECORDS,  1946-1953  replaced  Incomplete  holdings  of  the 
printed  works.  Also  acquired  on  microprint  were  the  U.  S.  SERIAL 
SET  volumes  far  the  19th  trhough  23rd  Congresses.  All  aspects  of 
the  work  of  the  reference  room  showed  an  increase  -  those  using  its 
facilities,  questions  asked,  inter-library  loans,  and  use  of 
government  publications, 

PERIODICAL  ROOM: 

1,627  Issues  of  periodicals  were  received  on  exchange  from 
other  libraries  and  6,564  were  sent  from  our  duplicate  collection. 

In  addition  to  the  use  of  periodicals  from  open  shelves,  19,870 
were  signed  for  by  readers.  58  new  subscriptions  were  entered. 

CIRCULATION  DEPARTMENT: 

A  punched  card  system  for  recording  circulation  was  Installed 
in  the  .fall  of  1957.  During  the  year  there  was  an  increase  of  3,473 
in  total  circulation.  The  rain  desk  had  an  increase  of  5,549;  the 
science  room  an  increase  of  1,049,  and  in  the  reserve  room  there 
was  a  decrease  of  3,612.  During  March,  1957,  a  survey  of 
circulation  in  the  McKissick,  Caroliniana,  and  Education  libraries 
showed  that  the  4,184  students  in  5,430  transactions  checked  out 
9,173  books.  Approximately  70  per  cent  was  assigned  reading; 

25  per  cent  voluntary  reading  In  connection  with  course  work;  and 
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5  per  cent  was  voluntary  recreational  reading.
